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Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is drawn to a phase shifter circuit utilizing a circuit clock 
input terminal, a multi-bit circuit input terminal, a counter circuit, first - second 
subtracters, first -second multiplexer circuits, a comparator circuit and a phase shifter 
recited in claims 10-14. None of the prior art disclosed or suggested to show the 
particular structure and/or the particular operation recited in these claims namely: "the 
counter circuit", "the second multiplexer circuit", "the phase shifter" in combination with 
"the first subtracter", "the first multiplexer" and "the comparator" as recited in claim 10. 

The prior art references submitted by the applicant on iDS form received on 
12/16/05 was reviewed and considered. These references also lack the combination of 
all limitations as cited in claim 10. Therefore, the claims are patentably distinct over all 
these prior art references of record.
